The new deadlines are being 


combined with more prerequisites 
and higher grade point average 
(GPA) standards in an effort to limit 
the number of students accepted to

Duane Anderson, director ot 
admissions and records, said putting 
new hmuts on enrollment is necessary 
because of recent cutbacks im fund 
ing at the state level and problems 
with space limitations 

“We just don't have the resources 
to accommodate more students

ASI Passes Nuclear 


Freeze Resolution

In the aftermath of the recent 
endorsement of the Bilateral Nuclear 
Arms Freeze Initiative by the Sac 
ramento City Council, the Associated 
Students, Inc. passed Resolution 
number three (Resolution on Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze) Tuesday with a 
vote of 13 in favor, none opposed 
and two abstentions 

The resolution calls for a mutual 
freeze on “further testing, develop- 
ment and deployment of all nuclear 
weapons” by the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union.” 

Undeclared Senator Susan Bryer 
author of the resolution, reported an 
amendment that was worked out in 
External Commuttee hearings before 
Tuesday's senate meeting 

According to Bryer, the, amend 
ment reworded part of the resolution 
proposal, so that instead of 30,000 
warheads being attributed to the 
U.S., and 20,000 warheads to the 
Soviet Union, a combined total of 
50,000 warheads was attributed to 
both powers 

Bryer said the amendment was 
necessary so that “the U.S. would 
not appear as the bad guy,” thereby 
hampering success of the resolution 
When the resolution came up for 
debate on the senate floor, Arts and 
Sciences senator Greg Nicholas 
questioned the scope of the reso 
lution.

Some time ago, Wayne Muller, professor of government and ¢ 
member of United Professors of California (UPC), decided he would 
show his support for his union by taping a poster that advocated 
‘Vote UPC” to his office door 

Atter stepping out, Muller returned to find his poster removed 
and placed on his desk with a note from a university administrator 
attached that stated the poster was “not consistent with (university) 
rules 

Undaunted, Muller repiaced the poster on his door, attaching his 
own note to the admumstrator stating that he hoped he had satistied 
the university's rules by covering the word “Vote” before “UPC.” 

Nevertheless, Employee Relations Coordinator Paul Barrozo, 
the man who removed Muller's poster, said there are specific areas 
on campus where groups like the UPC are allowed to post campaign 
matenais. At times, Barrozo said, he has to remove posters or other 
hterature trom unauthorized places to prevent possible charges of 
unfair labor prachces bemg filed against the university. 

Barrozo, who handles CSUS faculty affairs, explained that 
although he couldn't recall the Muller incident specifically, his intent 
was to make sure CSUS could not be accused of favoring one 
bargaiming unit over another 

Any time he has to remove materials trom unauthonzed places, 
Barrozo said, he informs the particular organization of what he has 
done. 

“The bargaining units are certainly aware of the problems 
surrounding these areas, and they understand.”

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Cable Cutters are Busy 


Last month, a university pohce officer patrolling the 
campus was flagged down by a student who had observed 
a juvenile male “nding” two bicycles south on campus 

The officer investigated and couldn't find the juvenile 
but found two bicycles in some bushes near a field house 

At 11:45 the same morning, another student reported 
his bicycle stolen from the north side of the Business 
Admunistration building 

Matthew Rolicheck was lucky. One of the bicycles 
found in the bushes was his $200 ten-speed. The cable 
and lock that secured his bicycle had been cut 

The owner of the second bicycle later reported his 
bicycle stolen and it was returned to him 

In the last six months of 1981, 67 bicycles, one every 
two school days, were stolen at CSUS. Each bicycle 
averaged a value of $210. Six mopeds, worth an average 
of $1,200, were included in the 67 bicycles stolen 

In the period ending Feb. 19, only 20 days into the 
spring sernester, 16 bicycles were stolen 

Bicycle theft ranks second among the most commor 
cenmes at CSUS, after general theft, (books, back packs 
purses etc.) which prompted 111 police reports 

The situation might have been worse, except that seven 
persons who were arrested in September on bicycle theft 
charges were atleast temporarily removed from ‘the 
inexhaustable supply of bicycle thieves," Carl Perry 
campus crime prevenbon officer, said 

Another reason for reduced thefts is the success of the 
Bicycle Compound located near the Guy West Bndge 
The cornpound has had a 100 percent safety record since 
its opening in September, according to Martin Wilt, a 
student guard at the compound 

Wilt has worked at the compound since its opening. On 
Sept. 22 as he was getting off duty, he noticed two juvenile 
males enter the school grounds from the bndye to examine 
bicycles in the compound. They seemed very conscious of 
people noticing them 

He followed them west on Sinclair Drive. His 
suspicions grew when he hoticed one of the youths 
carrying a backpack, empty except for a long, heavy 
object inside 

Wilt took a mental descnption of the two, walked to the 
library, called university police and gave them the 
description of the two boys. Minutes later, a police officer 
caught the two stealing a moped 

For his actions, Wiit recerved a letter of commendation 
from Jim Leese, parking administrator 

Last year, the Bicycle Theft Prevention Committee 
listed seven recommendations that, if put into a package 
would have a positive effect on the bicycle theft problem at 
CSUS 

@ Install more bicycle lockers. Over the last year, the 
Public Salety Department has installed 60 new lockers, to 


bring the total at CSUS to 192. Perry called the lockers 
‘pretty safe 
open a locker they aren't sure contains anything. If they do 
attempt to open a locker, they would need special tools to 
break the lock, Perry added 

@ Open a staffed, fenced-in bicycle compound. The 
compound was recently expanded to hold 450 bicycles 

@ Replace standard, rail-type racks with more secure 

U-lock”’ systems. The department has on order 140 

two-place “U-lock” systems, which should be in place by 
April, Perry said 

®@ ( onsolidate 24 bike rack locations into four or five

First, in “applauding” President 
Ww Lloyd Johns for denying the 
Academic Senate's request tora 
university convocation to discuss the 
nuclear arms race, a request which 
received the senate's unanimous 
endorsement, Mr. Johnson States 
that “the purpose of a university ts to 
educate students, not to create a 
bunch of politcal activists 


Well, obviousiy the purpose of 
the university 1s to educate students 
but that education is not received 
entirely by way of the classroom 
lecture. The typical stenle classroom 
environment simply cannot be the 
only appropriate educational vehicle 
students are allowed at a university 
What better forum exists to really 
educate students than a large-scale 
debate, with presentations by ex 
perts from both sides of an issue? 
And what issue is of greater impor 
tance to humanity today than the 
nuclear arms race? 

As far as the university creating 
“a bunch of political activists,” 
doesn't it make sense that a good, 
well-rounded education should make 
everyone politically active, however 
they choose to be so? 

The convocation was never meant 
to be a forum endorsing or even 
centering on the California Bilateral 
Nuclear Weapons Freeze Initiative, 
erroneously referred to by Mr. 
Johnson as the “bilateral disarma- 
ment treaty.” A convocation's pur. 
pose is entirely educational, not 
political, and certainly not to “scare 
people into signing a ballot measure.” 

Third, the Freeze Initiative is not 
a ‘disarmament treaty "' It is not 
“unconstitutional.” It does not say 
“California wants to kun its own 
foreign policy.” 

The Freeze Initiative is an advi 
sory measure which we are helping 
to place on the Cahiorma Novernber 
ballot. It would, if passed, put the 
issue of new nuclear weapons test 
ing. development and deployment to 
a vote of the people, sornething that 
has never been done before. |i would 
have our governor send a letter to the 
President that says the people of 
Califorma urge him to propose to the 
Soviet Union that both countries 
agree to freeze the arms race “in a 
way that can be checked and verihed 
by both sides.” It's bilateral, verifia- 
ble, and only concerned with nuclear

Jones | Hurt; Cagers’ Hopes Still High

Injuries always seem to come at the wrong time, and such has been the 
unfortunate case this season with the CSUS men's basketball team. But 
perhaps the cruelest blow occurred early this week, on the eve of Friday's 
opening round of the Far Western Conference Shaughnessy Tournament. 

Rod Jones, the Hornets’ point guard and floor leader, is listed as 
questionable because of a sore knee for Friday's 6 p.m. tilt with third-seeded 
CSU Chico at San Francisco State. 

According to head Coach Jack Heron, Jones’ knee swelled the day after 
it was banged up in a collision in Saturday's game against San Francisco 
State. The doctor who drained Jones’ knee found a crack in it Heron said 
that it has not been determined whether the crack is recent or an old one that 
healed itself. 

“The doctor said he thought that it was an old crack. But Rod couldn't 
praciice on it Monday or Tuesday because it was sore,” said the anxious 
mentor. “He's going to check in at McClellan's base hospital and see what 
they say.” 

* Jones has been the Homets’ most consistent player since he gained a 
starting spot in the fourth game. Without his 5-foot-8 presence, the Hornets 
lose outside shooting, speed on both defense and offense, and ball-handling 
ability. 

Should Jones not be at playing or starting strength, Heron has two 
starting line-ups that he’s contemplating. One would have Jeff Passala: qua 
starting in Jones’ point position, “With Jeff in there. we lose nothing at all or 
defense,” said Heron. 

The Homet coach is leaning toward his other alternative, however Rich 
Johnson ai pomt, Headley Chambers at the other guard spot, Jim Jansen and 
James Ward at forwards and Ron Chatman at center form Heron's other 
tenative starting lineup. Forwards John Stripe and Paul Purvis will be the firs!

Symphony Hosts Energetic Violinist

A brillant performance by guest 
violinist Elmar Oliviera highhghted 
the Monday night program of the 
Sacramento Symphony Orchestra's 
1981-82 concert season at the 
Community Center. 

It was immediately apparent that 
Oliviera would give an exciting 
performance by the way he power- 
lully “dove” into the first movement 
of the Concerto for Violin and 
Orchestra in D opus 77 by Johannes 
Brahms 

Oliviera displayed masterful 
command over every note he played 
while maintaining a close kinship 
with the meaning of the music. 

Because Oliviera looked so 
young, his confidence while playing 
was impressive, but not surprising 
considering he became internation. 
ally recognized in 1978 as the first 
American to win the Gold Medal in 
the Tchaikovsky International Vio- 
lin Competition in Moscow 

It seemed that Oliviera had 
boundless energy, as he appeared 
fidgety and restless during the orch- 
estral introduction to the piece while 
waiting to begin playing. Through 
out the piece, Oliviera never ceased 
to move with the music whether or 
not he was playing. 

It was with this energy and force 
that Obviera played the three move. 
ments of the Brahms concerto. Even 
the physical stance that Oliviera 
took while playing particularly excit- 
ing passages lent to the drama of the 
music, Oliviera’s involvement was 
so total, he occasionally looked as if 
he wanted to climb onto the platform 
where conductor Carter Nice was 
leading the orchestra 

Oliviera played the fast, difficult 
passages of the first and third 
movements with such ease, it almost 
seemed as though he was not play-

Both movements required the 
kind of agility through last, intricate 
runs and strength in dramatic sections 
that Oliviera exhibited. 


Along with brilliant technique, 
Oliviera showed understanding {or 
the slower, romantic passages of the 
second movement. Throughout each 
movement and especially in the 
second, the orchestra provided a 
beautiful foundation that enhanced 
the violinist’s performance. 

The energy continually increased 
throughout the concerto until during 
the last movement; Oliviera was 
quickly wiping his hands and face 
with his handkerchief between solos. 
Even with such frantic motions, 
Oliviera never missed a beat or lost 
concentration. 

The excitement Oliviera created 
at the beginning of the piece inspired 
the audience to give him hearty 
applause even after the first move- 
ment. 

A strong, syncopated theme 
involving strong interplay between 
the orchestra and violin ended the 
concerto and the program, and 
began excited applause and an 
unsure Sacramento-style standing 
ovation. 

The two pieces performed by the 
orchestra before the intermission 
greatly. contrasted the Brahms con 
certo. The contrast gave the pro- 
gram vanety, and perhaps, debata 
ble appeal. 

The orchestra began the evening 
with the American Festival Overture 
by William Schuman. This short 
work, composed in 1939, had an 
unmistakably modern sound remin 
iscent of Leonard Bernstein's West 
Side Story. 

The piece was written to imitate 
the sounds familiar to the streets ot 
New York City which are portrayed 
by a short, repeated theme. This 
theme is meant to sound like bovs 


.

The orchestra showed skill and 
close ensemble playing through highly 
syncopated sections that were almost 
spastic as well as very discordant 
During the orchestral fugue in the 
middle section, the orchestra re 
mained weil coordinated. 

The second piece of the program 
was Symphony No. 5, opus 82 by 
Jean Sibelius, which proved that 
Sibelius had the inclination to com- 
pose modern-sounding, atonal music 

The first movement began with a 
long, suspenseful buildup created by 
a “buzzing-bee” sound in the violin 
section. The suspense was further 
developed by a lack of strong meter 
or key center 

Extended harmonies dominated 
every movement to remind the 
listener that the piece is not like some 
of Sibelius’ more conservative, 
romantic pieces. 

The string section played a range 
of sound varying from the buzzing 
sound to long themes played with 
pizzicato (plucking) 

The movements were ¥ aned and 
unique enough to keep an audience 
from becoming bored, but they were 
also atonal enough to prevent an 
audience from relaxing and enjoying 
the music. 

The modern and sometimes uy 
setting sounds of the Americana 
Festival Overture and the Sibelius 
symphony created a receptive aud 
ience for the beautiful, romantic 
music of the Brahms concerto and 
for the brilliant performance by 
Elmar Oliviera

are at opposite ends. While the music is clean and 
harmless, the lyrics encourage lawlessness. The entire 
concept of “. . . Your Cassette Pet” was further enforced 
by their enthusiastic performance of “C30, C60, C90 
Go,” a song that calls for the illegal taping of music from 
the radio instead of the purchasing of LPs.
